“But the main, definite answer to which all others can be re- 
duced, always remains the unity and completeness of the Church, 
founded in God and in Christ. Hence the necessity—first for the 
children of the Church themselves, but also for human society in| 
general—of having clear and exact notions of the influence exer- 
cised in practice by this unity and completeness.

“Her development is before all else in depth, then in length 
and breadth. She seeks out above all man as such. Her study is to 
form man, to model and perfect in him the divine image. Her work 
is done in the depth of each man’s heart, but has its effects, ex- 
tending throughout his life, in all his activities. Through men thus 
formed the Church prepares for human society a basis on which it 
can rest securely. 

“Modern imperialism, on the contrary, goes in just the oppo- 
site direction. It does not seek out man as such but the material 
things and forces to which it subjects man; that is why it carries 
in it germs which endanger the very foundations of human inter- 
course. 

“Under such circumstances, can one wonder at the present 
anxiety of peoples for their mutual security? It is anxiety born of 
an unbridled tendency toward expansion which has within it the 
gnawing worm of ceaseless unrest, and brings it about that, to 
each demand made as needed for security there follows another and 
another without end, the second perhaps more insistent than its 
forerunner. 


Activity Of The Church Within Man 


“Moreover, the solidity of foundation would be useless if the 
structure lacked cohesion and equilibrium. Now the Church also 
contributes to the cohesion and equilibrium of all the diverse and 
complex parts of the social structure. Here, too, her activity is, 
before all else, internal. The props and buttresses built outside a 
tottering edifice are but a precarious makeshift and cannot do 
more than delay somewhat its inevitable collapse. 

“If the destructive hand of time, which has not spared many 
more recent monuments, has respected the magnificent Gothic

Not Hatred Of Totalitarianism, 
Seen As Motive Of Pressure Groups 


If It’s ‘Un-Democratic’ Regime They Are 
Opposing, What About Russia? Observers 


Ask—Effect On Latin America Weighed

Washington, April 22.—It has been interesting, and a 
little disturbing, to some observers to note the alacrity, en- 
thusiasm and even deliberation with which elements ‘in this 
country have loudly expressed the hope that Soviet Russia 
might somehow “steam roller” the United States and Great 
Britain, and force the United Nations to “go all the way” 


against the Franco government in? 


Spain. 


_If one expresses surprise that in- 
dividuals and groups should be so 
quick to side with a foreign power 
In opposing this country’s policy, 
such a person is likely to be accus- 
ed of excessive nationalism. Un- 
fortunately, if the demonstrators 
cry out soon enough, loudly enough 
and often enough they can make 
this charge stick in the minds of 
some people. It would seem, 
though, that the demonstrators are 
the ones who are excessively at- 
tached to a cause, a cause which is 
a foreign ideology. 


It certainly cannot be argued 
that these demonstrators are op- 
posing the United States because 
of devotion to principle. Any prin- 
ciple that would be involved in the 
move against the Franco govern- 
ment would be at stake many times 
over in the machinations of the So- 
viet Russian regime, both at home 
and in eastern Europe. Yet, these 
demonstrators are not clamoring 
for the UN organization to take 
any steps against Russia. 


David Lawrence, distinguished 
Washington columnist, has helped 
to expose the false position of such 
demonstrators by pointing out that 
Mr. Lange, the representative of 
the present Warsaw regime, 
“doesn’t realize the precedent he is 
setting” in asking for the action 
against the Franco government. 
Because, Mr. Lawrence says, if the 
Security Council takes the action 
Mr. Lange and Russia want it to 
take, “the way is opened some day 
to examine the government at Mos- 
cow.’ 


Mr. Lawrence takes the position 
that the United States and Great 
Britain acted wisely in agreeing to 
“look into” the Polish _— to 
examine the case of Franco and 
Spain. He says “totalitarianism is 
a threat to world peace wherever it 
shows its head—whether in Spain 
or Argentina or Russia,” and 
“surely if Franco’s Spain is a sub- 
ject for examination by the United 
Nations Security Council] — then 
some day a smal] nation somewhere 
which finds itself threatened by a 
communist invasion can ask that 
the tactics and strategy of Moscow 
also be examined by the Security 
Council.” 

But, apparently, those in this 
country who are pressing most 
vigorously for strong and complete 
action against the Franco regime in 
Spain have no thought in their 
minds that the United Nations will 
ever be permitted to take such 
action against totalitarian Russia. 
They still speak of Russia as 
though it were a democracy. . 

It can hardly be said that those 
who have been most persistent in 
vociferating for the United Na- 
tions to unhorse Generalissimo 
Franco are interested solely, or 
even chiefly, in fighting totalitar- 
ianism. If they were, they have an 
example of totalitarianism par ex- 
cellence in Soviet Russia. 

It can’t possibly be that they 
think Franco is, or at any time soon 
will be, guilty of acts of aggres- 
sion. If it is aggression they are 
worried about, why not let the 
Iranian question be aired? Why 
not investigate the plight of the 
Baltic States, Poland and the Bal- 
kans ? 

One widely-circulated commenta- 
tor has referred to Spain as the 
last fascist state in Europe. One 
wonders what he understands by 
fascist. 

If one goes on asking questions 
like these, the matter seems to 
narrow itself down to an effort to 
create a crisis, even chaos, in Spain, 
with the thought that a communist 
regime could be installed there. 
And it looks like the only way this 
can be done is for outside nations 
to intervene in the internal affairs 
of Spain. 

And that raises a consideration 
which extends to this continent. 
What will be the reaction of Latin- 


American countries if the so-called 
Big Powers crash into Spain (in a 
manner of speaking) and reckless- 
ly meddle in the internal affairs of 
that country, thus giving rise to a 
communist government there? The 
argument that the Big Powers were 
huntag down totalitarianism won’t 
do. At least not while Russia is 
the kind of “democracy” it is. 

No, that isn’t likely to fool the 
countries of Latin America one bit. 
Besides, they’ve been “intervened” 
before, and they know what it’s 
like. If “intervening” starts again, 
they can well argue, who knows 
what day, or hour, it will start 
again with them? So, Latin Amer- 
ica, as well as the real democracies 
of Europe, watch with a great deal 
more interest than some Americans 
can understand, the course the 
Spanish question will take in the 
United Nations.

this year, to see families living in 
holes dug in the ground, with earth. 
covered boards serving as roofs, 
and with five-inch panes of glass 
at the top providing the only light 
and air. 

“One of the dug-outs, which | 
will never forget, was occupied by 
a widowed mother and nine chil. 
dren. These and other little oneg 
were clad in greasy rags which 
cannot be called clothes,” he said, 


“Day after day,” the Bishop ex- 
plained, “the children of Poland 
exist mainly on a soup made from 
potato peelings and potatoes. It 
Is expected that in May, June and 
July, even these will not be avail- 
able, and stark famime hangs over 
the Polish population.” 


In addition to such conditions of 
terrible want, the Bishop saw even 
more pitiable cases—the uncounted 
children crippled and maimed for 
life by bombs and exploding mines, 
and the tragic orphans of Poland 
who number more than a million. 


|} About half of all the children in 


Poland are already affected with 
tuberculosis, and about 20 per cent 
have active tuberculosis. In some 
cities, like Danzig, 90 per cent of 
the little children alreddy are rack- 
ed with this dread disease. 


It is these innocent little suffer- 
ers whose faces lit up with joy 
when the foods sent by American 
Relief for Poland and War Re- 
lief Services—National Catholic 
Welfare Conference arrived in the 
towns and villages of Poland. 

“T have seen the children joyous- 
ly holding up boxes of cocoa, many 
of them seeing it for the first time 
in their lives,” he said. “In one 
school, in a class of 100 girls only 
one girl had a glass of milk dur- 
ing the entire week preceding the 
day that I arrived. They beg- 
ged for foods, especially soups, 
milk, and chocolate.” 

“After being witness to such 
sights,” the Bishop said, “I was 
exceedingly happy to learn that 
the Catholic Bishops of the United 
States, on Mother’s Day, May 12, 
will start a nation-wide campaign 
for food for the children of Furope. 
This will be a God-send and a great 
act of charity, and I am sure every 
American of Polish extraction will 
not only share but will make a real 
sacrifice.”

that of the United States, although 
the continent o* Africa has shout 
three times the area of the United 
States.

North Africa was during the 
fourth and fifth centuries quite 
Catholic.

But the Church was re-established 
and flourished until it was invaded 
by Mohammedans in the year 640. 
Today Egypt is 90% Mohammedan, 
while it has about 1,000,000 Euty- 
chians, followers of a heresy and 
schism propagated by Eutyches who 
taught that Christ had only one na- 
ture,

A question such as this should 
always be taken up with one’s con- 
fessor. The Bishop must. be con- 
sulted before married persons may 
separate. 


Separation is a serious step and 
a last resort. It renders impossible 


the purposes for which Christ in-| 


stituted the Sacrament of Matri- 
mony. In addition, it exposes both 
parties to the danger of adultery, 
and to the danger of attempting a 
second marriage; it deprives the 
children of the normal home life 
which is their due. 

Certainly no one should under- 
take such a step on his own respon- 
sibility. A joint consultation with 
the pastor might bring about a re- 
conciliation; your husband, for in- 


stance, might be persuaded to re-| 


form his conduct. 


As things stand now, any con-| 
fessor might well refuse you abso- | 
lution, since—if you are at fault in| 


any way—you are doing your hus- 
band an injustice, defrauding him

] When you walk, you forget that 


'you’re walking to get someplace. 
You concentrate on the distance 
| (obstacles) and the steps you are 
‘taking (methods). And you wonder 
| why it takes you so long to get any- 
'where. If you had concentrated on 
your objective, you would have felt 
that you were being pulled along 
'to it by a magnetic force. 


| You ean prove this vital principle 
‘to yourself any time you're walk-

their accustomed recitation of the 
Angelus and were telling their 
Rosary vrayers in honor of the 
Mother of God, when lo! a flash 
of lightning startled them. As 
all good shepherds do, they made 
speed to gather their sheep and 
to lead them to cover before a 
storm broke. But while they wer2 
thus hastening another flash of 
lightning alarmed their young sen- 
sitivity. Lifting their eyes up- 
ward, they saw a wondrous sight 
: . They beheld the Mother of 
God! 


GENTLY the Queen of Heaven 
soothed their fears. She also in- 
vited them to come to the same 
spot on the 13th of each month 
until October—from May to Oct- 
ober would make five months— 
and she promised on October 13th 
a great miracle would take place. 


DURING the visits in the fol- 
lowing months apparitions con- 
tinued as Mary had (foretold. 
Everything she said was import- 
ant, but stress was placed on the 
following: The Blessed Mother 
announced to them that she was 
Our Lady of the Rosary.

+o bring the boy to this country for 
an operation on his eyes. Before he 
toft Italy, he was received by the 
Holy Father, who promised to re- 
member the lad in his prayers. The 
hoy’s companion since he left home 
has been Pvt. Howard W. Gorgas, 
of Montpelier, O., who makes the 
reurn trip with him. 

The boy underwent two oper- 
stions at Johns Hopkins Hospital in 
Paltimore. When hospital Officials 
learned that the GIs had raised the 
money for the operations, they took 
the boy’s case without charge. 
After his discharge from the Balti- 
more hospital, the boy went to the 
Perkins Institution for the Blind in 
Boston for further treatments. 

As a result, Gianfranco now can 
distinguish such objects as a ball 
and can make out the outline of a 
tree, Doctors who have handled his 
ease have told Private Gorgas that 
Gianfranco’s sight will continue to 
improve. 

The boy has been feted by gover- 
nors, mayors and other officials in 
the States and cities he has visited. 
Private Gorgas, a non-Catholic, 
says young Gianfranco is en ex- 
emplary Catholic and has astounded 
more than one priest in this coun- 
try with his knowledge of religion.

How To Eradicate Its Character Destroying Habit

i A MARRIED woman in our Bridge Club made a single 


misstep . . . went out 


club . . . It was nothing serious 


with another man to a night 
. ». Only an indiscretion ... 


but the gossipers in our Club have gone to work with a 
vengeance ... They have let their imagination run wild... 
I scarcely ever return from a meeting without some prick- 


ings of conscience for listening to 


— 


the wagging tongues ... Am 
wig in listening? What should I 
under the circumstances ?” 

Thus writes a woman to the 
Spiritual Clinic. It gears in with 
the inquiry of another lady who 
writes: “My besetting sin is gossip- 
ing. It isn’t that I want to be un- 
charitable. But it seems when we 

t together for a talking bee that 
the conversation sooner or later 
gravitates toward the faults of 
some of our absent neighbors. .. . 

“Each relays what the other has 
heard .. . There’s a hodge-podge of 
rumor, suspicion, innuendo, eaves- 
dropping on the party line, and 
character sniping. How can we 
Overcome this common practice 
which leaves such a bad taste after- 
wards? Can religion help us?” 


A Form Of Injustice 
All Too Prevalent 


The practice described is unfortu- 
nately all too prevalent. It seems 
to have been with us since people 


first gathered together. It might 
. the) 
vocational hazard of women. . .| 


be called the pet vice .. 
though men are by no means 
strangers to it. 

Religion points out that such un- 
charitable gossip constitutes the 
sin of detraction. It is a form of 
injustice, venial or grave, in ac- 
cordance with the damage unjustly 
caused. 

Everyone has a right to his good 
name unless he forfeits it by public 
misconduct. If the misconduct is 
private, it should not be indiscrimi- 
nately revealed. That will help no 
one. The only justification for dis- 
closing it would be to protect the 
public weal, an innocent individual, 
or to correct the individual. 

Charity demands that the correc- 
tion be administered first to the in- 


. 


a 


dividual. If he takes it and changes 
his conduct, then there will be no 
necessity to disclose it to others. If 
he fails to do so, then the matter 
should be brought to the attention 
of the proper authority ‘who would 
be in a position to brine about the 
desired change. 


Charity Demands That 
Correction Be Made 


Mere indiscriminate tittle-tattle, 
babbling of the hidden faults of ab- 
sent neighbors, accomplishes no 
good purpose. It hurts the good 
name of the person attacked and 
adds no whiteness to the reputation 
of the gossiper. It is an offense 
against both charity and justice. 


What a person values more than 
money is his good name. Who 
would not prefer to lose his pocket 
book than his reputation? The 
money lost can be replaced. But a 
reputation which has been black- 
ened by babbling tongues is not 


easily restored to its first white- 
ness. 

Gossiping is a form of character 
assassination. It aims its poisoned 
darts not at material things, but at 
that which every person esteems 
most highly ... his standing in the 
community his reputation 
among his neighbors. These arrows 
pierce his very heart. Their venom 
poisons the life blood of his good 
name. He winces under the pain. 
They cut him to the quick. 


Listen to the warning sounded by 
Timothy, the disciple of St. Paul: 
“But shun profane and vain bab- 
blings; for they grow much toward 
ungodliness.” (Tim. 2:23). Listen 
to the solemn warning of the Evan- 
gelist, St. Matthew: “For I say 
unto you, that every idle word that 
men shall speak, they shall render 
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Huntington, Indiana 


an account for it in the day of 
judgment.” (12:36). 

If gossiping is not checked, it 
easily advances from mere detrac- 
tion to slander. This is the telling 
of untruths about a person and has 
the added malice of a lie. Here we 
have ths lowest stage of gossiping 
- - « an itch to talk about your 
neighbor even to the extent of 
peddling untruths about him. 


Character Assassinators 
Worse Than Robbers 


Is there anyone who does not see 
the peculiarly detestable character 
of such conduct? Such thiefs of 
reputation are a hundred times 
worse than bank robbers or high- 
way gunmen. Slanderers are thugs 
who ply their trade in the kingdom 
of the soul. 


The ugliness of the gossiping 
habit has long been recognized. 
“Gossip is a sort of smoke,” points 
out George Eliot, “that comes from 
the dirty tobacco-pipes of those 
who diffuse it; it proves nothing 
but the bad taste of the smokers” 
(Daniel Derenda, Bk. 2, ch. 13). 
Gossip hurts not only the victim, 
but the giver and the receiver as 
well. “In the case of scandal, as in 
that of robbery,” observes Lord 
Chesterfield, “the receiver is always 
thought as bad as the thief.” 


Let us comé to grips now with 
the questions asked by our corres- 
pondent: “Am I guilty in listen- 
ing?. What should I do under the 
circumstances?” You may be guilty 
if by your attitude and your eager 
listening, you encourage the gos- 
siper in her uncharitable talk. If 
you smile approvingly or ply her 
with questions to have her probe 
deeper into the faults of an absent 
member, you share in the guilt. 


On the other hand, if you show 
by your attitude, your failure to 
smile, your frown, or your changing 
the topic of conversation, that you 
disapprove such gossiping, you are 
not only blameless but you merit 
reward from God. A narrator is 
quick to sense the attitude of her 
audience and if they look bored, 
from disapproval, or shift the topic, 
she will be quick to take the hint. 
Perhaps the most diplomatic and 
effective of all strategies is simply 
to change the subject. That can be 
done without offense and will ac- 
hieve the desired results ... and 
usually the gratitude of the ma- 
jority. 

Restitution Is 

Also Necessary 


Now what about restitution? 
Since an offense against justice was 
committed, restitution is in order. 
How? In the case of slander, a di- 
rect retraction is to be made by 
saying: “What I said about Mrs. 
Smith was not true. I’m sorry for 
having said it and I take it back.” 
In the case of detraction, what 
was said was true, but should not 
have been disclosed. Here the per- 
son will have to repair the damage 
as best he can by calling attention 
to the good points of the individ- 
ual’s character ... by praising him 
or her in various ways. Sometimes 
it can reasonably be presumed that 
the injured person would prefer to 
have nothing more said about him 
. » - to have the blanket of silence 
drawn over the whole matter. 
Scandal swapping leaves a bad 
taste in the mouth ... a lurking 
sense of guilt. How often do you 
hear people exclaim after such a 
session: “My! What have we been 
doing? Talking of the faults of 
our absent friends . . 
would have been better employed 
in correcting our own!” The most 
unappealing of all birds are the 
scavengers. No human should wish 
to play their role. 

good rule to follow in this 
matter is this: “If you can’t say 
something good about your neigh- 
bor, say nothing.” There is much 
truth in the old adage: 


There is so much good in the worst 
of us 

And so much bad in the best of us 
That it hardly behooves any of us 
To speak ill of the rest o* us. 


A splendid motto to have framed 
over your family table is: “Christ 
is the Head of this house, the un- 
seen Guest at every meal, the silent 
Listener at every conversation.” 
This truth was well voiced by 
Christopher Morley when he said: 
“Gossips are people who have only 
one relative in common, but that 
relative the highest possible, name- 
ly, God.” 


Put Yourself In 
Other Person’s Place 


Another good rule to prevent un- 
charitable gossiping is this: When 
about to talk of the faults of an 
absent member, stop, put yourself 


in the place of that person, and 


. 


or 


ask: “How would I feel if others’ 
were to talk about me? Wouldn’t 
I wince and grieve under the con- 
sciousness that my secret frailties 
and shortcomings were to be dis- 
closed to all?” — 


Indeed you would. Well, then, 
don’t do unto others what you 
wouldn’t want others to do unto 
you. That is the essence of the 
Golden Rule, the core of social con- 
duct, the quintessence of Christ’s 
ethical teachings. St. James sums 
it up in the simple sentence: “If 
any man offend not in word, the 
same is a perfect man.” (3.2.). 

One of the loveliest qualities in 
people is the capacity to see the 
good in others. They are the op- 
timists, the builders, the inspirers. 
We love to associate with them. 
We know tha: our characte: is safe 
in their hands. They get the most 
out of life. Seeing the good, they 
rejoice and try to exemplify it in 
their own lives. It is not only more 
pleasant but it is better morality 
to build reputation than to destroy 
it. Be a booster not a knocker. 

With his customary penetration, 
Shakespeare sum. up the case 
against uncharitable gossiping in 
the words which Iago addresses to 
Othello: 


Good name in man and woman, dear 
my Lord, 

Is the immediate jewel of their 
souls. 

Who steals my purse, steals trash; 
’tis something, nothing; 

’Twas mine, ’tis his, and has been 
slave to thousands; 

But he that filches from me my 
good name

“We are not engaged in politics, 
we do not strive for power or rich- 
es. What we want is a bit of real, 
manly, even if only modest, free- 
dom, because by our sufferings we 
have contributed to the preserva- 
tion of that freedom which we fully 
deserve.” 

The priest who wrote these cour- 
ageous words was the Rev. Adolf 
Kajpr, S.J., editor of the journal 
Katolik. His words were directed 
at Vaclav Kopecky, who in a speech 
at the Communist Party congress 
had said that “patriotic and demo- 
cratic circles of the Catholic 
Church” are expected “to stand 
loyally by the Republic—in spite of 
all intrigues emahating from the 
Vatican, which acts as defender of 
defeated Germans, which even to- 
day helps fascism in Spain, and 
which is biased against our ally, 
the Soviet Union.” 

That Czech Catholics are deter-

Nashville, Tenn., Apri] 22—(Spe- 
cial)—Establishment of a world 
government is the only protection 
against the menace of the atomic 
bomb, according to Dr. Milton Bur- 
ton, a leading authority on atomic 
energy, who is on leave from his 
duties as Professor of Chemistry 
at the University of Notre Dame 
while completing atomic research. 


Dr. Burton made this statement 
here Friday, April 19 in an address 
before the Tennessee Education 
Association, meeting at the Hotel 
Hermitage. An authority on radi- 
ation chemistry, he was associated 
for the last three years of World 
War II with the Plutonian Project 
of the Manhatten District Atomic 
Energy Project at Oak Ridge, 
Tenn., and in Chicago. 

“No one wins an atomic bomb 
war,” stressed Dr. Burton. “It is a 
war of total destruction and ob- 
literation for both sides. If an 
atomic war is to be prevented, it 
has to be prevented by non-mil- 
itary measures. The only way we 
can see is by world government. 


tablishment of a world government 
would solve all our problems. Many 
problems will remain to be solved 
on the way to the achievement of a 
true world government. But good 
faith and good intentions are para- 
mount. We must demand world 
government as our only and ulti- 
mate goal.” 

Endorsing the McMahon Bill now

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Pope Says Italians 
Have Choice Of 
Life And Death 


Urges People To Vote 
To Protect Future Of 
Church And Nation 


Rome, April 20—Pope Pius XII 
declared today that the Italian 
elections on June 2 to select a con- 
stituent assembly give the people 
of Italy the choice “between life 
and death.” 

Avoiding any explicit endorse- 
ment of the monarchy or the repub- 
lic and mentioning no party or fac- 
tion by name, the Pope told lead- 
ers of the Catholic Action, Italian 
youth organization, that the ob- 
jectives of the Church’s opponents 
was the overthrow of “faith and 
Christian morality.” 

Declaring the presént hour “ex- 
tremely grave,” the Pope urged lay 
organizations to “use to the utmost 
all possible measures, to extend 
their energies to the extremest 
measure” in order to impress upon 
Catholic voters their duties. 

Noting there was no instance in 
history of a nation or a country 
“which after breaking away from 
the Church and its Catholic cul- 
ture has returned integrally toe 
them,” the Pope added: 


“The people are called to play 
always the most important part in 
the public life of a nation. This 
participation brings with it grave 
responsibilities, whence the neces- 
sity for the faithful to have sharp, 
solid and exact understanding of 
their moral and religious duties in 
exercising civil rights, especially 
the right to vote.” 

The Pontiff declared that “his- 
tory invariably shows as the pre- 
cursors of great catastrophies, not 
only economic and political but also 
and chiefly spiritual and religious, 
the decay of public morality and 
corruption of customs. 


“The experience of the present 
only confirms the lessons of his- 
tory. We are tireless in denounc- 
ing, on every occasion that offers, 
at least three of the most terrible 
forms of the monstrous moloch 
who reaps so many victims: di- 
vorce, Godless schools and the un- 
bridled nature of books and licen- 
tious spectacles.”

We have seen how sacred 
Christian marriage Was intended 
to be, yet how lightly it has come 
ty be regarded by our genera- 
tion. We have pointed out that 

Almighty God Himself who seal-} 
ad the first marriage contract de- 
clared it to be indissoluble; that 
His Divine Son Who came to be 
mankind’s Teacher left no room 
for people even to doubt its in- 
dissolubility. 

We have quoted the Evangel-¢ 
ists and St. Paul, who report 
Christ’s characterization of a re- 
marriage following divorce as 
“adultery.” 

The law of God is expressed by 
the Church (Canon 119) in these 
words: 

“A valid marriage, ratified and 
consummated, can be dissolved 
by no human power, and by no 
other cause than death.” 

Although the Church permits 
separation for a just and serious 
cause, it cannot grant the right 
to those validly married to re- 
marry, because God Himself for- 
bids it. The Church recognizes 
a3 a valid and serious cause for a 
separation, but not for a new 
marriage, unfaithfulness on the 
part of one of the spouses, unless 
the other spouse consented to the 
crime, was responsible for it or 
condoned it, or committed the 
same crime.

The Bishops of western Ger- 
many, legitimately exercising their 
rights and duties as shepherds, 
have spoken out in solemn protest 
against what they declare to be 
“revolting proceedings” in the So- 
viet-dominated eastern zone of the 
Reich, and also against other occu- 
pation policies. 

The reaction of many in this 
country was that the term “re- 
volting proceedings” might also be 
used to characterize the measures 
taken by American occupation au- 
thorities in the Reich who—in ap- 
parent violation of all the prin- 
ciples for which this country went 
to war, which certainly included 
freedom of religion and speech— 
are reported to have silenced the 
veice of the German Bishops. 

The bewilderment of Americans 
at such an apparent violation of 
basic freedoms by those whose 
sworn duty it is to restore freedom 
t» Germany, was immeasurably in- 
creased when it became known that 
the British occupation authorities 
made it a point to declare it “im-
